The Olde s t Printing Pre s s 
Typography, or the art of printing 
from movable type, was invented in 
Europe about the middle of the fif­ 
teenth 
century. 
Beyond this fact, 
the history of this far-reaching in­ 
dustry is very uncertain. 
It is gen­ 
erally considered that cut wooden 
type was first used, then cut leaden 
type, and that afterward cast type 
was employed. 
William Cax ton, in 
1476, was the first to practice print­ 
ing from movable type in England. 
The oldest type of printing press 
which, by the way, is now in the 
South Kensington Museum, is the 
actual machine with which Benjamin 
Frank lin work ed in the year 1730. It 
is constructed of hard wood, mortised 
together; it carries two horizontal 
rails, upon which slides a carrige 
supporting the frame of composed 
type, called the form. 
The type was 
ink ed by two large pads, or balls, 
with ink on their surfaces, the dis­ 
tribution of the ink being performed 
by applying them to the form.— From 
the November STRAND.

The newa at once was wired to the 
St. Louis club, which managed the 
•tart of the racing balloons, and to the 
men in Canada who were organizing 
searching parties.

ftamuel F. Perkins, who with Pilot 
Han« Gericke manned the Dusseldorf 
II., led the rush for the chartroom.

While the official announcements 
will not be made for some time, the 
figuring of the Aero club people and 
the contestants themselves places the 
leading balloons in the following or­ 
der; 
America II., Dusseldorf II., Ger­ 
mania. 
When Mr. Perkins, who in 
spite of sailing with the Dusseldorf II., 
is a Bostonian, was convinced that 
Hawley had the record he took an­ 
other look at the spot on the map 
which showed the perils which must 
have confronted the America’s crew, 
and said; 
“Well, they’re a blame 
lucky pair, anyway. 
I’m glad the 
United States wins.” 
The telegram from St. Ambroise by 
Hawley and 
Post shows that they 
came to earth on the same day that 
the Dusseldorf landed and that the 
difficulties of travel were so great that 
it took them a whole week to get back 
to the end of a telegraph wire. 
St. 
Ambroise is not big enough to get on 
the map, but it is about forty miles 
north of Chicoutimi, where the Sague­ 
nay river steamers make their last 
stop northward bound. 
How many of 
those seven days were spent in an un­ 
aided struggle with the wilderness 
cannot be known until Hawley sends 
further details. The country in which 
they landed is a network of lakes and 
rivers, dense forests and impassable 
marshes. 
Perkins and his companion took 
four days and nights in traveling sev­ 
enteen miles through similar country, 
and they lost most of their clothing in 
the fight with the brush.

Indianapolis, Oct. 27.—Shortage of 
equipment of railorads will be taken 
up by the Indiana railroad commis­ 
sion. Chairman Wood say s that many 
cars that were made to do service last 
y ear in emergencies, are unfit for an ­ 
other season of usage, and the chair­ 
man fears that at a critical time dur­ 
ing the coming winter the railroads 
will find themselves flooded with coal 
orders and with no cars with which to 
take care of them. 
“One reason for the shortage.” say s 
Chairman Wood, “is the fact that un­ 
der a ruling of the interstate com­ 
merce commission, a railroad is com­ 
pelled to pay only 25 cents a day for a 
car belonging to an other company 
w'hich it appropriates to its own use. 
The roads have found it cheaper to 
pay the nominal sum than to build 
cars, while they do not relish the idea 
of building cars for their own use 
when they are likely to be seized by 
another company and used for an in­ 
definite time at the price set out in 
the ruling. 
It seems to me that it 
will be necessary to readjust the rul­ 
ing in the interest of better shipping 
facilities.”

Repu blicans took charge of Indiana's 
gov ernment in 1S9 , and held control 
and management in all things u p to 
1908, when a gov ernor, a su perintend­ 
ent of pu blic Instru ction and a legisla­ 
tiv e majority were elected by Demo­ 
crats. 
In the period from 189G to 1906, the 
Repu blicans paid $6,7 15,615.12 of the 
state debt. They fou nd a debt of $7 , 
520.615.12. 
They cu t this down to 
$8 05,615.12 in ten y ears. The debt re­ 
maining in 1906 was made u p of bonds 
not du e or pay able u ntil 1910. 
So far as has been seen, the Demo­ 
cratic gov ernor and his Democratic 
legislatu re hav e not shown either the 
ability or the desire to wipe ou t the 
$805,615.12 that remained to be paid 
in 1910. 
In fact, the talk is of new 
bond issu es rather than the pay ment 
of the debt. And the sinking fu nd has 
been raided for nearly $800,000 to pay 
the cost of one Democratic legislatu re.

Under the su cceeding Re­ 
pu blican ru le, this went down to 30 
cents, and tip to 1907 remained u nder 
the 1893 lev y of the Democrats.

the latter y ear there was an increase 
of 2.7 5 cents in the lev y for the three 
state edu cational 
institu tions. 
The 
creation of the edu cational institu tion­ 
al fu nd natu rally brou ght u p the total 
state tax lev y , bu t ev en with this con­ 
siderable addition, the lev y was in­ 
creased only to 33.35 cents on the $100. 
It can be noted that the general fu nd 
lev y In 1908 was 9 cents, while u nder 
Democrtic control, in 1893, the general 
fu nd lev y was 10 cents on the $100. 
It is to be noted that while the pop­ 
u lation of benev olent institu tions has 
increased more than 25 per cent in 
the y ears since 1893, the lev y for those 
institu tions remains the same as in 
1893. 
Which indicates a large redu c­ 
tion in the c» st of maintenance u nder 
Repu blican management.
